The  health  of  this  district  during  1913  has  been  generallj* 
satisfactory,  though  there  have  been  several  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease  which  caused  a large  amount  of  anxiety  in  dealing  with 
them,  as  owing  to  ignorance,  or  in  some  cases  what  amounted  to 
culpable  negligence,  it  was  difficult  to  ensure  isolation  of  cases. 


Excepting  Phthisis,  the  only  death  from  notifiable  disease 
was  one  from  Diphtheria,  and  that  was  the  case  of  a child  coming 
into  the  district  from  an  infected  house  with  the  disease  on  it  for 
isolation  purposes,  and  was  only  seen  by  a medical  man  a few 
hours  before  death. 


There  was  1 death  from  Whooping  Cough. 

The  Deaths  from  Phthisis  and  other  tubercular  diseases 
numbered  12,  which  is  1 less  than  last  year,  but  about  the  average 
for  the  last  10  years. 

The  Deaths  from  Cancer  numbered  15,  which  is  the  same 
as  last  year. 


Occupation. 

In  this  rural  district  the  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is 
mainly  agricultural,  with  a small  proportion  engaged  in  coal 
mining,  and  there  is  no  trade  or  occupation  markedly  prejudicial 
to  health  in  the  district. 

Housing*. 

The  house  accommodation  of  the  working  classes  is  fairlj’ 
good,  and  a good  deal  has  been  accomplished  under  the  Housing 
and  Town  Planning  Act  in  remedying  defects  found  with  regard 
to  dampness  and  want  of  ventilation,  but  as  many  houses  are  of 
old  construction  with  no  damp  courses,  it  is  often  found  that  even 
by  removal  of  soil  above  floor  levels,  and  draining  the  surround- 
ings, the  remedy  is  only  partial,  and  a certain  amount  of  dampness 
remains. 

Owners  generally  are  willing  to  do  what  is  necessary  on 
defects  being  pointed  out  to  them. 


Kepoits  on  various  matters  requiring  attention  have  been 
submitted  to  you  during  the  year,  and  the  district  generally,  and 
parts  specially,  have  been  inspected  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
myself,  and  a report  is  incorporated. 

Seweragre  and  Drainag^e. 

This  is  still  most  inadequate  in  many  parts  of  the  district, 
but  the  cost  of  modern  sewage  works  for  the  ultimate  disposal  of 
the  effluent  to  comply?'  with  conditions  laid  down  in  small  villages 
is  almost  prohibitive,  and  imposes  a burden  which,  however  much 
the  inhabitants  may  want  them  carried  out,  leads  to  serious  delay 
in  undertaking  the  work. 

In  the  town  of  Brampton,  with  a population  of  about  2,000, 
an  excellent  system  of  drainage  was  carried  out  many  3'ears  ago, 
the  method  of  disposal  being  by  distribution  over  a large  area  of 
ground  about  2 miles  from  the  town.  Villages  previously 
reported  upon  as  having  either  no  sewerage  system  at  all  or  only 
a partial  one: — Hayton,  Irthington,  Castle  Carrock,  Vewtown, 
Laversdale,  Corby  Hill,  Cumwhitton,  Milton,  and  Hallbankgate, 
are  urgently  in  need  of  it,  and  the  want  of  it  prevents  in  some 
cases  other  insanitary  conditions  being  remedied. 

The  consideration  of  the  drainage  of  Castle  Carrock  and 
Milton  is  having  your  attention,  and  I hope  will  be  carried  out 
in  the  near  future,  but  many  of  the  others  are  equally  urgent. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Wherever  villages,  hamlets,  or  farms  are  situated  near  them 
the  sewerage  matter  finds  its  way  into  them,  in  most  cases  of 
necessity  and  directly,  as  there  is  no  other  means  of  disposal. 

Excrement  Disposal. 

With  the  exception  of  the  town  of  Brampton  and  the  village 
of  Gilsland,  in  the  latter  of  which  the  sewerage  from  waterclosets 
and  other  buildings  goes  direct  into  Poltross  Beck  and  the  River 
Irthing,  the  privy  and  pailcloset  are  in  general  use,  though  the 
former  has  in  many  instances  been  done  away  with,  and  the  latter 
substituted  on  our  recommendation. 

I would  much  wish  to  see  some  more  regular  and  systematic 
emptying  and  cleansing  of  these  places  instituted,  as  at  present 
it  is  only  done  at  considerable  intervals,  and  so  leads  to  most 
insanitary  conditions  in  the  villages  and  accumulations  of  filth  in 
close  proximity  to  dwelling  houses,  a state  of  things  which  cannot 
but  be  prejudicial  to  health. 

Removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  daily 
in  the  town  of  Brampton  by  public  scavenger  appointed  by  the 
Rural  District  Council,  and  is  deposited  in  a refuse  tip  provided 
outside  the  town. 

The  provision  of  refuse  tips  in  other  parts  of  the  district  is 
required. 
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Water  Supply  of  the  District. 

Tlie  main  Avater  supply  of  tlie  toAA  n of  Ikampton  is  broiiglit 
from  an  upland  source,  tlie  AA'orks  being  carried  out  3b  A^ears  ago, 
and  is  noAA^  supplemented  by  about  25,000  gallons  daily  from  AA’liat 
is  knoAAUi  as  the  Gelt  Scheme.  The  neAc  or  Gelt  AA'ater  is  kept 
entirely  separate  from  tlie  Glazier  or  old  supply,  and  seiA’es  the 
high  lying  portions  of  the  toAAui,  Avliich  could  not  be  reached  by 
the  old  supply. 

In  addition  to  this  a small  portion  of  the  toAAui  has  a supply 
from  Avhat  is  locally  knoAAm  as  the  XeAA’^  WellmeadoAA-,  Avhicli  aauis, 
I believe,  intended  to  be  done  aAA^ay  AAuth  on  completion  of  the 
Gelt  Scheme,  and  as  I have  alAA^ays  considered  this  at  least  open 
to  suspicion,  there  is  no  reason  it  should  be  continued  iioaa'  that  an 
ample  quantity  is  available  from  the  Gelt  and  Glazier  siqiplies. 

Analyses  of  several  private  supplies  on  the  line  of  pipe  of  the 
iieAA'  Gelt  Supply,  which  tlie  OAAUiers  or  their  tenants  continued  to 
use  instead  of  taking  the  iieAV  supply,  Avere  made  during  the  year, 
and  were  invariably  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and 
AA'ere  closed.  I believe  all  liaA^e  noAv  connected  to  the  neAv  supply 
or  found  another  suitable  supply  AAdiich,  on  examination,  A\'as 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Bleatarn,  in  Irthington  Parish,  has  been  supplied  from  tlie 
neAA’  scheme,  tlie  owners  jointly  defraying  the  cost. 

Hallbankgate  district  has  a gravitation  scheme. 

Farlani  village  is  supplied  from  Boonhill  Spring. 

Castle  Carroek  .Hayton,  and  Irthington  districts  are 
supplied  by  the  Gelt  GraAutation  Scheme. 

Talkin  Village  which  for  years  has  had  an  uncertain, 
and  inadequate  supply,  has  now  an  ample  proAusion  of  AA-holesome 
AA^ater  from  an  extension  of  the  Gelt  Scheme. 

An  extension  AA^as  also  made  from  the  same  source  to  Long- 
djdve  during  the  year  at  OAAUier’s  cost. 

The  village  of  CuniAAdiitton  has  not  yet  receiA^ed  the 
additional  supply  needed,  and  the  question  of  proAuding  a more 
comprehensive  graAutation  scheme  for  this  village,  together  AAutli 
seA^eral  parts  of  the  surrounding  district,  is  at  present  under  your 
consideration,  and  AA'liat  are  called  The  Knott  Springs  have  been 
Ausited  with  this  aucaa',  as  there  appears  to  be  an  ample  quantity 
there  to  do  so. 

The  present  supply  of  CumAvhitton  village  is  inadequate, 
as  if  Avater  is  being  draAAui  oft'  at  one  end  of  the  pipe  none  can  be  got 
at  the  other. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  not  aboA^e  suspicion,  and  the 
situation  of  the  small  reserAmir  Avith  regard  to  the  surrounding 
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conditions  of  the  ground  on  which  it  is  placed  leads  me  to  think 
that  there  must  he  a fair  proportion  of  siiiface  water  finding  its 
way  in. 

In  (Jctober,  along  with  the  Count}’  Medical  (Jfficer  and  your 
Sanitary  Inspector,  a general  inspection  was  made  of  the  watei- 
supplies,  drainage,  and  general  condition  of  the  villages  of  Little 
Corby,  Corby  Hill,  Cnmwhitton,  Castle  ('arrock,  Farlam  and 
Milton,  and  Tall  viu. 

The  various  works  which  this  Council  have  completed  and 
are  considering  were  pointed  out  and  carefully  examined  by  him. 

In  Castle  Carrock  and  Lrampton  the  slaughter-houses 
already  reported  on  were  also  visited. 


Slaugfhter-houses. 

There  are  T in  the  district,  of  which  4 are  in  the  town  of 
Brampton,  1 at  iXewby,  1 at  Castle  Cariock,  and  I at  Mhilton. 

One  at  (iilsland  has  been  closed,  action  being  threatened  by 
the  Council  to  take  further  proceedings  if  it  was  not  closed  as  a 
slaughter-house. 

The  one  at  C'astle  Carrock,  owing  to  its  general  construction, 
want  of  drainage,  and  surroundings,  should  also  be  closed. 

Those  in  Brampton,  though  fairly  well  kept,  have  been 
previously  reported  on  as  unsuitable  for  the  purpose,  and  I regret 
that  the  provision  of  a public  one  for  the  town  has  apparently  been 
dropped. 

Two  carcases  slaughtered  for  human  consuni])tion  in  the 
slaughter-houses  in  the  town  were  condemned  during  the  year,  as 
they  were  found  to  be  severely  affected  Avith  Tuberculosis,  and  Avere 
l)uried. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

These  haye  all  been  inspected  and  have  been  kept  in  a 
fa  ill  V satisfactory  condition  during  the  year,  but  I find  that  in 
many  the  large  reciiiirements  are  carried  out,  but  the  minor 
necessary  improA’ements  are  often  left  unfinished. 

One  dairy  byre  has  been  OA'erhauled  and  neAv  drainage 
pro  Added  during  the  year. 

One  farmer  Avas  reported  to  the  Council  for  selling  milk 
without  being  on  the  register:  he  Avas  cautioned  and  put  on  the 
register. 

The  lenity  Farm  has  also  been  registered  as  a dairy  farm. 

Tavo  cases  haA’e  occurred  during  the  year  in  Avhich  tubercle 
bacilli  Avere  found  in  samples  taken  from  milk  which  had  been 
sent  from  this  district. 
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In  both  cases  the  herd  was  visited  and  inspected  l)y  a 
V'eterinary  vSurgeon,  and  the  cows  were  removed  from  the  herd. 

In  one  case  unfortunately  one  cow  Ijad  been  sold  prior  to 
the  sample  being  examined,  and  there  is  of  course  always  grav 
danger  that  such  an  animal  may  after  slaughter -be  used  as  food 
for  human  consumption  if  not  examined  after  death  by  a (jualilied 
person. 

The  Tuberculosis  Order,  191d,  is  now  in  force,  by  ’which  the 
owner  is  responsible  for  notifying  the  police  that  he  suspects  a]i 
animal  in  his  herd  to  be  suitering  from  Tuberculosis,  but  from  the 
preceding  paragraphs  you  will  see  there  is  risk  that  the  Older  may 
be  evaded.

infectious  Diseases. 


There  were  44  notifications  of  infectious  disease,  whicli 
includes  5 cases  of  Phthisis,  and  3 of  other  Tubercular  diseases; 
30  vScarlet  Fever,  5 of  Diphtheria,  and  1 of  Cerebro-spinal  Fever. 

Diphtheria. 

5 cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  these  were  all  in 
widely  separated  parts  of  the  district,  and  did  not  appear  to  have 
anything  in  common  as  to  origin,  and  occurred  at  long  intervals  of 
time,  being  in  the  months  of  Tnnuary,  February,  August,  a. ml 
December. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

')()  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  occurred  in 
dilferent  parts  of  the  district  and  town,  and  I have  no  doubt  there 
were  other  cases  of  an  exceedingly  mild  description  which  were 
never  seen  by  anj^  medical  man,  and  being  unrecognised  b}’  the 
parents  were  allowed  to  mix  with  children  while  in  an  infectious 
stage.  In  two  of  the  schools  in  the  district  I found  children 
present  who  were  peeling  after  the  disease  mixing  with  the  other 
scholars  in  class  and  outside. 

One  of  these  was  undoubtedly  responsible  for  at  least  four 
other  cases. 

The  disease  was,  on  the  whole,  of  a mild  character,  with  the 
exception  of  4 cases  in  Milton  village,  and  1 attributed  the  severity 
of  these  more  to  the  conditions  under  which  the  children  were 
living,  the  surrounding'  sanitary  conditions  being  verj'  bad,  and 
were  reported  to  you  at  the  time  with  a view  to  the  remedying 
thereof. 


Measles. 

In  the  earl}'  part  of  the  year  the  epidemic  of  the  previous 
y('<ir  had  not  quite  ceased,  and  invaded  districts  which  had  not 
tJu'u  been  affected. 

Whooping:  Coug:h. 

This  disease  appeared  in  several  parts  of  the  district,  and 
vas  of  a fair!}'  severe  type. 

Erysipelas. 

Xo  cases  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Chicken-pox. 

There  were  a number  of  cases  during  the  j'ear. 

Phthisis  and  other  Tubercular  Diseases. 

8 cases  were  notified,  and  there  were  12  deaths  due  to  this 
and  other  Tubercular  diseases  during  the  year.  The  notification 
of  Tubercular  disease,  not  Pulmonary,  became  compulsory  from 
1st  February,  1913. 

Disinfection  of  all  houses  and  schools  in  which  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  occurred  during  the  year  was  carried  out  by 
your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Branii)ton,  Hallbankgate,  Hayton,  and  Upper  Denton 
Scdioois  were  at  different  periods  of  the  year  closed  on  account  of 
infectious  disease. 

The  medical  examination  of  school  children  is  carried  out 
bv  the  Fountv  Medical  Officer.

Death-rate. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  this  llural  Sanitary 
district,  with  a population  of  7,982,  was  106,  including  3 which 
occurred  in  the  Workhouse;  but  to  this  number  5 must  be  added 
which  occurred  in  institutions  outside  the  district,  and  1 of  a 
person  accidentallY  drowned  in  another  district,  but  a native  of 
this,  making  in  all  112  deaths,  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of 
14.03  per  1,000  of  population  as  compared  with  15.53  last  year. 

There  was  1 death  due  to  Diphtheria  and  1 to  Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  12  deaths  due  to  Phthisis  and  other  tubercular  diseases,  being 
1 less  than  last  year. 

There  were  9 deaths  due  to  Cancel',  being  6 less  than  last  year. 

There  was  1 death  due  to  Suicide. 

There  were  5 deaths  classed  as  violent  deaths. 

Infantile  mortality  under  1 year  numbm'ed  6,  which  is  5 less  than  last  year. 
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There  were  6 deaths  or  .75  per  1000  under  1 year  of  age.

Of  the  27  between  45  and  65  years,  6 were  due  to  Cancer,  1 to  Phthisis,  5 to 
Heai't  Disease,  and  3 to  Accident,  viz.,  1 accidently  killed  on  railway,  1 to  gunshot 
wound,  and  1 to  drowning. 

Of  the  62  above  65  years  of  age,  12  were  due  to  Pleart  Disease,  9 to  Cancer, 
19  to  Old  Age,  and  15  to  Apoplexy. 

Workhouse. 

There  were  3 deaths  in  the  Workhouse,  of  v.’hieh  2 were 
residents  and  1 doubtful.
